muffin_pans_for baking, or baked |

as patty shells inside the tins.

When ready to serve, fill with
cooked fruit filling: Serve with
soft custard, Devonshire cream,

whipped cream, or fruit sauce.
Another way of making tarts is
to fill upbaked shells (fitted into
small tart tins) with uncooked
fruit and bake for fifteen minutes
in hot oven. Cover with sweetened
meringue and return to oven just
long enough to brown.

ORANGE BREAD

Here is an answer to the
plea for “something different
for afternoon tea':

Two + cups tinely shredded
orange peel, two cups water,
two cups sugar, one cup milk,
two tablespoons melted butter,
one egg, three cups flour, two
teaspoons baking powder, quar-
ter teaspoon salt.

Cook orange peel in water
for fifteen or twenty minutes
until quite tender. Add sugar
and cook for about thirty min-
utes until of the consistency of
marmalade. Let cool a little,
add melted butter,. milk and
egg mixed together, and the
flour, baking powder and salt,
which has been sifted together.
Pour into buttered loaf pans,
lot stand for twenty-five min-
utes before baking. Bake one
hour in a moderate oven—350
degrees.

Graham Bread.—Take one-quar-
ter cup of sugar, oné-quarter cup
of molasses, two cugs sour milk.
Dissolve in milk one teaspoon of
baking soda and one teaspoon of
salt. Take two and one-half cups
of graham flour and one cup of
white flour and one teaspoon of
baking powder, Mix and put into
pans half hour before baking. Bake
in a moderate oven.

Fruit Cookies.—~Take two cups
sligar (one white and one brown),
two eggs, one cup shortening, one
teaspoon salt, one teaspoon cinna-
mon and vanilla, one cup black
coffee, one teaspoon soda, one tea-
spoon baking powder, one pound
chopped raisins, three cups of flour,
Make a stiff batter to drop from
teaspoon into greased pan.

When small rugs do not lie flat,
or if they curl up at corners, take
a gunny sack or worn ingrain car-
pet, brush on a heavy coat of paste
(such as you would use for paper-
ing); add a small amount of glue
on one side and also on back side
of rug.

When washing painted and
varnished woodwork and walls,
use a large sponge instead of
a cloth, or a number of them,,
as is necessary in houseclean-
ing.
